Answer: Our article specifically 
warned that it is the credit jewel- 
ers and canvassers specializing in 
installment sales, not the legiti- 
mate jewelers, who charge the full 
price for watches and jewelry that 
carry exaggerated list prices. The 
American National Retail Jewelers 
Association itself has criticized the 
“practice of certain suppliers of 
pre-ticketing articles with grossly 
exaggerated retail prices.” 

Undoubtedly it costs a retailer 
more to sell on time than for cash. 
This is true in the furniture busi- 
ness too, where stores specializing 
in installments frequently charge 
20 per cent more on the average 
than stores that sell primarily for 
cash but arrange time payments 
when desired. 

It is only fair to inform cash 
buyers that they are helping pay 
the freight for the installment 
buyers, especially those who de-| 
fault, when they buy from credit 
stores and canvassers who make a 


specialty of selling on time. Some} 


of the credit sellers themselves 
are to blame for the high costs 
of selling on installments since 
‘they frequently encourage people 
to go into debt. Often furniture 
and auto dealers even urge buyers 
willing to pay cash to use the 
time-payment plan instead. 

There are two valuable shopping 
lessons we can all learn from this 
controversy over jewelry prices:

Home freezers have “paid their 
way,” for all except nine families 
having them for six years or more 


questioned in a survey conducted! 


by the School of Nutrition at Cor- 
nell University. The study began 
in 1946 when the school enabled 
600 families to obtain freezers be- 
fore they were generally on sale, 

In the last five years, the fami- 
lies reported, they did less home 
freezing, bought more commer- 
cially frozen foods and froze more 
baked goods. 

According to the report, most 
families defrosted their freezers 
once a year and a few three times 
a year, with a few saying they had 
never defrosted. 

Upright freezers were preferred 
over the chest type. All the fami- 
lies in the survey reported “con- 
venience” and “satisfaction” from 
the freezers.

On April 1 the Government loses another $3 billions 
through the expiration of 1951 inereases in excise and regular 
corporation taxes. 

In short, the income the Government will lose will be 
through expiration of taxes which primarily hit the better-off
